1. Case No. S-CA-16-132 

Service Employees Int’l Union of Healthcare Illinois & Indiana/State of Illinois, Department of 
Central Management Services 

Chairman Hartnett called the case. The Board heard oral argument, recorded by a court reporter.

3. Case No. S-CA-17-017 

American Federation of State, County and Municipal Employees, Council 31/City of Rockford 

General Counsel Kim asked Associate General Counsel Anna Hamburg-Gal to call and present the issues of the case 
to the Board. After discussion, Member Glynn moved to accept the Executive Director dismissal. Member Samolis 
seconded the motion, and the Board passed it unanimously, by a voice vote. 

4. Case No. S-CA-16-066 

State of Illinois, Department of Central Management Services/American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees, Council 31 

Executive Director Stevens presented the mandate of the Illinois Appellate Court, Fifth District, to the Board. After 
discussion, Chairman Hartnett allowed public comments from the representing attorneys in the case. The Board 
requested information from the parties regarding their positions on a remedy in this case. Therefore, the Respondent 
will file a brief on this issue, and the Charging Party will file a response. After discussion. Member Snyder moved to 
hold the board’s order on remand until the June meeting. Member Samolis seconded the motion, and the Board passed 
it unanimously, by a voice vote.
